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Foreign Letter. 


S. S. FURNEssIA, July 25, 792. 
Dear Townsman: 


Toa person totally unacquainted 
with the methods of a longshoreman, 
the scene on the wharf at North River 
on July 16 at 7.30 a.m., would have im- 
pressed him that a departure three 
hours later was an impossibility. Every- 
thing seemed to be in a state of con- 
fusion; baggage from the small hand- 
bag to the Saratoga trunk, literally 
strewn all over the pier. Passengers 
and friends were constantly arriving 
and’as a majority was of the gentler (?) 
sex the chattering was simply deafen- 
ing. Gradually, however, order was 
restored; passengers were all aboard, 
good-byes were said, and amid cheers 
and waving of handkerchiefs the Fur- 
nessia steamed out and down the river 
almost on time. Slowly New York and 
the Gardens were lost to view and then 
the passengers became acquainted with 
each other. 

There was a motley crowd on board 
gathered from all parts of the States, 
north, south, east and west. The sons 
of Auld Scotia were there and in a de- 
cided majority, clannish as ever, but 
jovial withal. Many of the passengers 
were Americans off for a vacational 
and among them a teacher in Washing- 
ton, D.C., High School, who was my 
room-mate and proved very agreeable 
company throughout the voyage. For 
the first three days the weather was all 
that could be wished for and the ocean 
like a mirror. Nevertheless that not 
the most desirable malady, sea-sickness 
claimed many the first two days, my- 
self among the number, For the rest 
of the voyage, however, the rocking of 
of the vessel had no effect on me and 
I enjoyed the voyage thoroughly. On 
the whole the voyage has been very 
uneventful, very little occurring out of 
the regular everyday routine. 

Crossing the Banks occurred the only 
event of interest to the majority of the 
passengers. Early in the morning an 
iceberg was sighted and everyone was 


‘on deck. The weather, however, was 


not very clear and only those fortunate 
enough to possess glasses could get a 
good view of the berg. Some days later 
several whales. disported themselves 
near the vessel and relieved the monot- 
ony of the trip. : 

Among the cabin passengers was an 
old Scotehman who every day paraded 
the deck with his bag-pipes, followed 
by an admiring crowd of youngsters. 
On one occasion the remarks of two 
cabin passengers, man and wife, came 
very near causing trouble. They were 
standing on the upper deck and looking 
down on the second cabin enjoying 
themselves on deck, Astounded at the 
scene the husband remarked, ‘*Why 
dear, those people seem to enjoy them- 
selves as much as we do. I really 
could not have believed it.’’ — Possibly 
they were made of alittle finer material, 
Plaster of Paris instead of common 
clay. ; 

The most interesting item to anyone 
at all inquisitive is the visit to the fur- 
naces down in the depths of the vessel. 
The descent 1s made by numerous 
flights of stairs, amid dust and smoke. 
At the bottom a strange scene presents 
itself. The lurid gleam of the furnaces, 
the noise of the engine and the hissing 
of the steam, combined with the dey- 
ilish appearance of the stokers, black 
as midnight, suggest a foretaste of the 
infernal regions. It is sometimes difli- 
cult to get down, but a small tip gen- 
erally works wonders, 

On Sunday services were held in the 
saloon, Rev. Mr. King of Canada ofli- 
ciating, while a choir from the second 
passengers led the singing. 

Early this morning everybody was on 
deck eagerly looking for the Emerald 
Isle, and soon the hills of Donegal be- 
came plain. At eight the tender took 
the passengers for Ireland aboard and 
then the journey was resumed, The 
4 up the Clyde, past Rothesay and 
tiie numerous watering-places was the 
most delightful portion of the voyage 

To Americans the Anchor Line would 
be the last one I should recommend.

The Country School. 


The country school has been injured 
by giving too much prominence to in- 
tellectual work. It stands in the midst 
of a farming community and the labor 
of the children is at certain seasons 
very valuable. We need a revival of 
confidence rather than a revival of in- 
terest in the school. The people must 
be convinced that it is an integral part 
of the community and not a separate 
affair which the law compels them to 


» support. The business of child life is 


-education, but he alone is educated 


to any useful purpose who can earn an 
honest living, and contribute his share 


a 


to the work of|maintaining our$institu- 
tions. ~ 

When a boy has reached such a stage 
that on account of his judgment, skill, 
and interest in his work, he is worth 
mere than any man his father can hire, 
he is more thoroughly educated for 
practical business than half the grad- 
uates of our high schools. 

When the people are convinced that 
the farm and the school aim at a com- 
mon end, the regeneration of the coun- 
try school will be near at hand. We 
must recognize the conditions in which 
the school exists, and bring it into 
touch with the home-spun affairs of 
every-day life. The influence of the 
country school must be used to resfore 
the old-time dignity of farm labor, and 
restrain the headlong rush from the 
farms to the cities. 

Under the right stimulus derived 
from the condition requiring labor part 
of the year on the farm, the country 
school may be made to do as much for 
the child in six months as the city 
school does in nine. 

The country school affords the best 
possible opportunity of testing the 
value of wook as an educational factor. 
Owing to the different conditions of 
city life and country life, we must pre- 
serve the difference between city schools 
and country schools. Nothing worse 
could happen to the country school 
than to attempt te grade it after the 
fashion of the city. It may however 
be so classified as to organize and re- 
duce itto aregular system. It 1s only 
necessary that each pupil be assigned 
to such class in each branch as he may 
be best suited for by his attainments, 
and careful records kept of his progress 
from term'to term. Such a system has 
its examinations, its promotions, its 
cards to parents, its records; but it 
also has the greatest possible mobility 
and the least possible friction among 
its parts. 

The state law should establish and 
authorize the course. 

The new Ohio law authorizes the 
classification of the country schools. 

In Iowa as well as Ohio the law now 
fixes unon three years as the term of 
office for the director. In Iowa the 
tendency is very strongly in faver of 
the classification of the country schools 
and this improvement of the system 
has been followed in every instance by 
an improvement of the building and 
the surroundings. 

The need of the country schools is 
not so much close supervision as it is 
intelligent supervision. The greatest 
hope of thé country school is its free- 


dom from the close supervision of the 


martinet. 

The course of study for the country 
schocl] must be made more practical, 
and embrace those subjects of which 
the illustrations are in his work at 
home: We can throw out one-third of 
the arithmetic, and introduce into what 
is left such principles as will commend 
themselves as useful. 

The father’s estimation of the school 
is raised when he finds his boy can 
compute the weight of a fat steer, or 
the worth of the corn ina certain bin 
quicker than he can. 

The farmer in his field, the workman 
in his shop, the business man in his 
office, can give us valuable points in 
applied pedagogics. Then throw out 
halfthe geography and reduce the se- 
ries of readers to three. The readers 
should not be senseless compilations, 
illustrated scrap-books, but connected 
chapters of scientific or historical works 
adapted to the understanding of chil- 
dren. Throw out the modern abomi- 
nation of desolation called language 
lessons, and introduce one book, called 
what it should be, a grammar of the 
English language. Connected with 
arithmetic teach geometry as related 
to mensuration. Introduce civil gov- 
ernment in connection with history. 
Make reom for nature studies, which 
should be largely agricultural in their 
nature, : 

The value of soils, the growth. of 
fruits, grasses, and plants, the care of 
animals, the benefit of fertilizers should 
be among the chosen subjects. 

The microscope should be as: neces- 
sary in the country school as the dic- 
tionary. 

If we cannot shorten the course, we 
can at least throw out the dead to make 
room for the quick. The state does 
not make the preparation of teachers 
ior the special work of teacking in the 
country school a matter of sufficient 
importance.» The ordinary normal 
school does not meet their wants. We 
need special schools, with a course not 
exceeding two years in length for this 
purpose alone, then after a suitable 
length of time, make the completion of 
the course the minimum requirement 
for teaching in any public school in the 
state. 

Country schools have been neglected 
in the interests of higher #ducation, 
and the country teacher has been sent 
to her work unprepared in order that 
our cities and larger towns may have 
professional teachers.—Henry Sabin in 
Journal of Education.

The First Cable in 1850, 

In modern cables the core is al- 
ways protected first by a serving of 
hemp or jute and then by an outer 
sheath of soft steel wires, which are 
relied on to furnish the mechanical 
strength which the cable must have 
in order that it may stand the pulling 
about which it receives in laying and 
repairing. But in the pioneer trial 
there was no idea of a protecting 
sheath; the naked core was to be laid 
in the Channel to form the first tele: 
graph between England and France. 

There was but a single wire of cop- 
per inside (nowadays there is always 
a strand of several wires twisted to- 
gether), and this was covered with 
gutta percha so thickly as to bring 
the diameter to half anineh. The 
covered wire was wound on a great 
reel on the deck of a steam tug in 
Dover harbor, and after a number of 
preliminary trips the line was laid on 
Aug. 23, 1850. Lead sinkers were at- 
tached at every 100 yards to carry 
the cable to the bottom, for in the 
absence of any heavy sheathing its 
specific gravity scarcely exceeded 
that of sea water. 

The attempt was at once made to 
open communication, but, though 
signals seemed to pass, nothing could 
be made of them, and Mr. Smith re- 
cords that the operators at each end 
were regretfully forced to the con- 
clusion that those at the other end 
had been lunching, not wisely, but 
too well. Next day, matters were 
worse; no signals would pass at all. 
The cable was broken, and so ended 
this first attempt at submarine teleg- 
raphy. 

The signals of the first day had 
been unintelligible, not because of 
any breach of continuity on the part 
of the cable or failure in temperance 
on the part of its guardians, but 
simply in consequence of electrostatic 
induction, the influence of which in 
retarding the electric pulses was not 
then understood.—London Saturday 
Review. 


Coaching the Color Blind. 

The report of the committee of the 
Royal society on ‘‘color vision” con- 
tainssome curious reading. The most 
practically important fact brought 
out is that some of the tests now used 
for detecting defects of vision in en- 
gine drivers and seamen are ineffi- 
cient. Color blind men are actually 
educated to pass the examinations, a 
profession of what may be called 
‘color coaches” having grown up to 
supply this want. The art of cram- 
ming surely never had a more 
strange and, one may add, a more 
mischievous application than this. 
The committee had before them one 
of these gentlemen, but they do not 
give his evidence. Another witness, 
however, explains their method of 
proceeding. 

They provide themselves with a 
set of colors similar to those used in 
testing. A color is shown to the pu- 
pil. It is, say, green, and he calls it 
“red.” Thereupon he is instructed 
to answer ‘‘green” when a thing ap- 
pears to him red. The instruction is 
not of course so simple as this would 
seem to make it out. The color sen- 
sations are various in different indi- 
viduals, and different tints make dif- 
ferent impressions, but the ‘example 
is sufficient to show the method of 
“color coaching.” —New York Times. 


A West Point Story.

With the assurance 
that they were on government 
ground, and that they were finite 
parts of the same government, they 
went where they pleased and were 
not interrupted.

It was 
opened last December in the hall over 
Valpey’s market, to provide a place 
where the working boys could spend 
some evenings each week, in recreation 
and self improvement, playing games, 
reading, or listening to familiar talks on 
travel, chemistry, or the topics of the 
day; following in general the methods 
of the Boys’ Clubs now so common in 
our cities and large towns. 

The funds for the purchase of neces- 
sary furniture and games, the salary of 
the superintendent, and the rent of the 
room up to the first of May were pro- 
vided for by the members of the Novem- 
ber Club, who appointed the following 
ladies as a committee to have the matter 
in charge: Miss Agnes Park, Mrs, H. H. 
Tyer, Mrs. W. G. Goldsmith, The boys 
were asked (but not required) to contrib- 
ute five cents a month, to inerease their 
interest in their club and add to its re- 
sources, and aclock was purchased with 
this fund. Some books, furniture and 
games were given, as wellas money, by 
persons who became interested, and 
much friendly help in teaching, speak- 
ing and sympathizing, all of which the 
committee remember most gratefully. 

It was the hope of the committee that 
the usefulness of the Boys’ Club would 
be so apparent at the end of the first 
year as to lead all the philanthropic citi- 
zens of Andover to co-operate in its sup- 
port for another year. And it is with 
great pleasure that we welcome this first 
kindly hand stretched out to us, espe- 
cially by those who are not citizens of 
Andover. 

The club increased rapidly. Beginning 
with six it ended with ninety-six -upon 
its roll, representing all the parishes and 
all the trades of the town. The older 
boys (those over 15) formed a debating 
club, taking the name of the Garfield 
Club and joined the Loyal League of 
America, Which league is organized by 
the Youth's Companion 
the boys debating clubs all over the coun- 
try, giving each club many privileges of 
intercourse with other clubs. The Gavr- 
field Club have had many stirring de- 
bates among themselves, have visited the 
Lawience club and received them here, 
and gave a very good and successful en- 
tertainment on the 17th of June, by 
which they raised money for a library, 
This organization has its own expenses 
which are met by the members,—only 
the rent of the rdom in which they meet 
is paid for them by the committee who 
have charge of the Boys’ Club, of which 
they still area part. The officers of the 
Garfield Club are: Alvin Tough, Presi- 


“dent; Robert 8. Lindsay, Vice-president; 


Andrew Campbell, recording -secretary; 
Wm. Lunan, corresponding secretary; 
James Callum, treasurer. Membership 
Committee: Walter Morse, Andrew 
Campbell, Samuel Hulme; Standing com- 
mittee: R. S. Lindsay, A. Campbell, Wm. 
Lunan. 

The younger boys used the books and 
games with seeming satisfaction and 
listened to the various “‘talks’’ and songs 
with great interest. They came every 
Tuesday evening from December to May 
in numbers varying from fifteen to 


| thirty. All the pastors of the town were 


invited to visit the club and speak to the 
boys, and several did so, while other 
friends spoke to the boys on various oc- 
casions. 

On the whole the committee in charge 
of the club feel that it was sufficiently 
successful to continue it another year 
and ask the hearty co-operation of all 
who are interested in the ‘Coming 
Man.”’

Fire at the Public Dump. 


An alarm of fire was rung in yesterday 
afternoon about 4 o’clock for a blaze in 
the woods near the public dump on High 
Street. Dr. Abbott, secretary of the 
Board of Health, had ordered ‘Some of- 
fensive material, which had been left 
there, burned, ‘and after it had burned 
for sometime the wind changed so that 
some of the burning material was blown 
across the road. Everything was so dry 
about the woods that a blaze started: im- 
mediatly and thinking that considerable 
damage might be done, Dr. Abbott gave 
an alarm of fire. However, before the 
arrival of the fireman, Mr. Conley, who 
was working at the dump, with some 
assistance, had stopped the spreading of 
the fire and no damage at all was done. 

The firemen did not have to turn out 
without accomplishing something, for 
on the way down, the railroad bridge on 
Harding Street was found to be on fire. 
A stream of water soon extinguished it. 
It probably caught from the sparks of an 
engine. 


A Severe Electric Storm. 


Last night’s storm was one of the se- 
verest with which Andover has been vis- 
ited:for along time, but as yet we have 
heard of no parti¢ular damage done here. 
A fire was discernible in the direction of 
West Parish, about.9.20, but just where 
it was, we are unable to find out, at the 
time of writing this article. It was re- 
ported to be the Livingstone place in 
West Parish, beyond the Haggetts Pond 
Station, 

The electric cars were affected and 
were unable to run for some time. The 
lightning cracked on the wires and the

sight was enough to frighten almost any- 
one. 

The storm, however, was much heavier 
in Lawrence, where considerable damage 
was done. One bolt of lightning struck 
the large chimney of the felt mill on 
Water Street, formerly the old brewing 
building, and made a wreck of it, Hugh 
and Benjamin F. Henry, brothers, who 
were passing along the street at the time, 
were struck by the falling bricks and ge- 
riously, though not fatally injured, 

The chimney was damaged so much 
that it will have to be taken down and 
rebuilt. The lightning struck on the 
west side, tearing off bricks and scatter. 
ing them in every direction. A hole over 
ten feet long and four feet wide was 
made in the chimney, and a wide crack 
runs from the top to the base. The fluid 
also left an unsightly gap in the build- 
ing. 

The Henry brothers were struck to the 
ground by the falling bricks, Hugh 
walked to his home at 201 Water Street, 
where, aftera long search for a physician, 


Dr. C. W. Crawford was found and at- 


tended to his injuries. These were bad 
scalp wounds, deep gash in back of the 
head, and wounds on the back and shoul- 
ders. His brother picked himself up in 
a dazed condition and started for Ryder’s 
drug store, where he was overtaken by 
Oflicer Stoeher, and by him assisted to 
the station where Dr. Chamberlain wag 
summoned and his injuries: attended to, 
He was a ghastly spectacle, his face being 
almost pulped to a jelly where he had 
been struck by the falling bricks. There 
were cuts also on his body. He was in- 
jured internally and breathed with difi- 
culty. 


King’s Daughters’ Picnic. 


Never was there a better day fora pic- 
nic than yesterday. Although the heat 
in town and city was so oppressive there 
was a cool breeze by tlie river and gréve, 

About thirty-four King’s Daughters 
took the 9.47 train yesterday morning, 
their destination being Shawsheen River 
Grove, where they were to spend the day 
in giving pleasure to others, thereby gain- 
ing much themselves. According to a 
several year’s custom, about 60 of the 
poor children of Boston were invited out 
for a holiday, but the 9.30 train brought 
about one hundred and thirteen besides 
a few older and wiser persons, all under 
the charge of Rev. Silas L. Morse, the as- 
sistant pastor of the Baptist Bethel, Bos- 
ton. We were glad to see so many, and 
more glad when we knew there were pro- 
visions enough for all. Although of dif- 
ferent nationalities, they enjoyed the day 
together, one and all. Who can say how 
much sunshine it brought into the lives 
of those children and the poor tired 
mothers who seldom see so much sky and 
grass and trees. One poor old woman 
was heard to say “Oh, how I wish I could 
stay here all night.’’ 

“Lilies! Lilies?’ was the first cry of 
the little ones, and in their eagerness off 
came shoes and stockings and one or two 
succeeded in reaching the enticing white 
blossoms from the bank. We did not 
know that Shawsheen river was quite so 


.intricate until some one told us about 


noon-time that an experienced seaman 
had gone in search of three girls who 
went out alone in a boat, and it had ta- 
ken him two hours to find them. But 
dinner time was the time. ‘‘Say, Sissy, 
what bully feed they have in this place,” 
and we hope that was the sentiment of 
all, perhaps expressed in a little choicer 
language. We think indeed it must have 
been, for even Mr. Morse, their kind and 
able leader, was heard to declare that he 
“believed his doctor had ordered ice- 
cream for him.”’ 

In the afternoon Mr, Morse spoke to 
the King’s Daughters of the importance 
of the work among the poor children of 
the North End. The parents mostly be- 
lieve i Romanism, and so it is the child- 
ren who must be reached with the gos- 
pel of Christ. Some of the houses are 80 
filthy it seems almost impossible for 4 
white person to.enter, but itis the Mas- 
ter’s work, and must be done by his ser- 
vants. Mr. Morse gave a very interest- 
ing account of the work and he said that 
there was no need of crossing the water 
to find heathenism, for in those wretched 
places, they have these altars and shrines 
where they worship, and many have 
never even heard the blessed name of 
Jesus. After singing a few pretty songs 
the tired yet happy party started for Bos- 
ton at six o’clock, having spent as enjoy- 
able a day, we hope, in being entertained 
as we had in entertaining.

Andover, July 29, 1892, 
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AN AWFUL TRAGEDY. 


ANDREW BORDEN AND HIS WIFE 
HACKED TO PIECES. 


Heads of the Aged Couple Split Wide 
Open—The Ghastly Discovery Made by 
a Daughter—-No Clue as to Who the 
Assussin is or What Was His Motive. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 5.—A double 
murder, with the perpetrator undiscov- 
ered, is the sensation in this city. Noth- 
ing equaling.this crime has ever created 
so much excitement in Fall River, 

Andrew J, Borden, who was one of the 
prominent, wealthy and most respected 
citizens of Fall River, with his wife, Abby 
Borden, were butchered in their home, 92 
Second street, shortly after 11 o'clock yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Borden was reclining upona sofa 
in the sitting room of his residence. Some 
one armed with an axe ora weapon of 
similar character came into the room and 
deliberately struck him on the head with 
the blade. To make his work complete he 
chopped away with fiendish fury until the 

Head Was Cut Almost in Twain. 

The first blow killed the old man. The 
murderer, it would seem, was inspired 
with intense hatred or was wonderfully 
cool, judging from the way he hacked at 
the defenseless old man. 

Not satisfied with that, the murderer 
went up stairs, found Mrs, Borden, and 
killed her the same way. 

He sunk the blade of his hatchet or axe 
deep into her skull no less than thirteen 
times. A person could not have killed a 
dog in a more brutal fashion. After coin- 
mitting these fearful crimes, and without 
stopping to secure money or papers, the 
murderer disappeared as inysteriously as 
hecame, The whole thing was 

Done in Fifteen or Twenty Minates. 

From the testimony of those who knew 
the old people, it would appear that a pre- 
vious attempt had been made upon their 
lives the day before by the use of poison. 

Everybody in the house, save one man, 
was taken violently sick after eating or 
drinking, and it does not appear whether 
the man in question drunk of the milk or 
ate the food. — 

There is no doubt but what an attempt 
to kill the Bordens was first made by the 
use of poison; that not being successful, 
the murderer, who must have been a per- 
son of a decidedly determined character, 
concluded todo the jobin a fashion that 
would not admit of failure. 

The Discovery of the Remains 
of Andrew J. Borden and his wife was 
rather a dramatic one. It wus made by 
the daughter Lizzie, who was the younger 
sister and the special pet of the old folks. 

Lizzie had been ironing out in the 
kitchen, The servant girl, Bridget Sulli- 
van, was up stairs washing windows. As 
nearly as can be ascertained, the time was 
close on to 11 o'clock. There was no one 
in the house beside those mentioned, ex- 
cept her father, Mr. Borden and her step- 
mother, 

Lizzie stopped work to goto the barn, 
which is just in the rear and very close to 
the house—unusually near, on account of 
the limited extent of the yard. She was 
gone, as she says, not over fifteen or 
twenty minutes, Lizzie went into the sit- 
ting room, where here father always spent 
his time when in the house. She was al- 
most petrified by the sight which lay be- 
fore her eyes. There lay the body of her 
beloved father with the left side of his 
face chopped in. It was like lightning 
from a clear sky to her. How such a 
thing could occur in su¢éh w short time 
was incomprehensible, 

With a scream the daughter summoned 
the servant gicl, Bridget, and told her to 
run across the street to Dr. Bowen and 
have him come at once. Bridget did us 
she was told. 

Lizzie staggered upstairs in a dazed, be- 
wildered way, trying to find her room. 
Then she 

Thought of Her Stepmother, 

and sought her with the idea of breaking 
the newsto her. She received another 
terrible shock when she discovered the re- 
mains of Mrs. Borden lying on the floor 
of the guest’s chamber. This was the cli- 
max, and she sank to the floor uncon- 
scious, and did not revive until Dr. Bowen 
arrived. 


Narrowing Down. 

FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 11.—After a 
full investigation by the authorities John 
V. Morse is completely exonerated from 
suspicion of being connected with the 
Borden murder, It has been conclusively 
shown that he left’ the Borden house on 
Second street not later than .8:45 o’clock 
on the morning of the tragedy. His story 
of his whereabouts until his return to the 
scene of the crime, at 11:40 o’clock, has 
been corroborated in every particular, and 
the cloud that circumstances had placed 
him under during the past week is fully 
lifted. 

The hand of the law is not relaxing its 
grip. however, on the Borden house. It is 
definitely fixed that Andrew J. Borden 
left home about 9:45 o’clock the day he 
died; he was thirty minutes behind Mr. 
Morse. About ten minutes arter Mr. 
Morse’s departure, and twenty minutes 
before Mr. Borden went out, Bridget Sul- 
livan last saw’Mrs. Borden alive. She was 
at that time down stairs in the sitting- 
room, 

Not over fifteen minutes after Mr. Bor- 
den’s exit, Miss Lizzie Borden instructed 
Bridget to go out of doors and wash all of 
the windows outside in the first floor, 
Bridget did as she was told. She left Liz- 
zie in the kitchen, For fully an hour 
Bridget was thus engaged, and at no time 
was in the house except to get hot water. 
She completed her labors and returned in 
doors justin time to admit Mr. Borden 
when he returned from down town. It 
was then fully 10:40, 

Lizazie was in the room off the dining- 
room ironing. During the hour or more 
that Bridget had been out of doors Lizzie 
Borden and her stepmother were the ouly 
persons inside, During ~ that period 
Bridget heard no noise and saw no one 
enter or leave the premises. 

Still the medical evidence proves’ be- 
yond a.doubt that Mrs. Borden was ‘dead 
a considerable length of time before her 
husband crossed the threshold of his 
home, which was not earlier than 10:40 
o'clock. 

Bridget Sullivan, immediately after Mr. 
Borden’s entrancé, completed her work 
and in a very few minutes went up to her 
room in the third story. She saw no one 
in the back yard at this time. 

The door of the room was ajar. She re- 
calls no noise, butin about ten minutes 
heard Lizzie call her in a loud voice. Then 
she got up, went down stairs and discov- 
ered the murder. She saw nothing to ex- 
cite suspicion as to the perpetrator of the 
crime, Sheis morally certain when she 
was out doors between 9:30 and 10;30, that 
Mrs. Borden and Lizzie were alone in the 
house. When she went to her room she is 
equally positive that Lizzieand her father 
were the only persons on the lower floor.

HAVERHILL’S WATER SUPPLY. 


Reservoirs are Very Low and a Water 
Famine ts Threatened. 


HAVERHILL, Mass,, Aug. 11.—The con- 
dition of the water supply is cansing a 
great deal of apprehension at the present 
time. Water in Round pond is very low 
and would be useless were it not for con- 
stantly pumping water into it from 
Kenozalake. In this lake the water is 
lowering at the rate of half an inch a day, 
and as there is now only sixteen inches of 
water above the mouth of the pipe in the 
lake, it is considered a serious matter by 
the water board Of these sixteen inches 
ten inches are required to run the pump, 
so that there is only six inches of water to 
spare before the pump must stop water; 
and Crystal lake,another source of supply, 
gained two inches last week, the result of 
a heavy rainfall and consequent saving of 
water by takers. The board is making 
every possible effort to economize in the 
use of water, and agents are kept con- 
stantly visiting the water takers to en- 
force the orders against waste.. Thus far 
over 200 leaks have been discoy- 
ered and stopped. It is probable that 
more stringent measures will be adopted 
if rain does not soon come to raise the, 
water in ponds. 


POOR “PORTSMOUTH MARY.” 


An Unfortunate Creature’s Dead Body 
Found in Bushes. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 8.—Excite- 
ment in police circles ran high last even- 
ing, when it. was reported that an un- 
known woman had been found murdered 
in a lonely spot in South Somerset, near 
Williams’ pond. Investigation showed 
that Mary Gifford, 70 years of age, was 
dead, aud had been found lying in some 
bushes near a stone wall, her position in- 
dicating that she had fallen naturally 
from weakness. There were two bottles 
found near her, both of which smelled 
strongly of liquor. Medical Examiner 
Dolan was in doubt as to whether or not 
the woman had been treated violently be- 
fore death, and he proposes to hold an 
autopsy. Mrs. Gifford was well known in 
police circles as ‘Portsmouth Mary.” She 
was a dissolute character. 


OF. INTEREST TO FISHERMEN. 


Long Search for a Specimen of the Tile 
Fish Rewarded at Last. 


Woops Hout, Mass., Aug. 10.—United 
States Fish Commissioner Colonel Mc- 
Donald, who has been personally super- 
vising the work of the commission at its 
station here, has just returned to the sta- 
tion from a trip on the schooner Gram- 
pus, which has been making a search 
with the object of rediscovering the tile 
fish. The search resulted in the finding 
of one specimen on the grounds where 
they were first discovered. The investi- 
gation will be continued with a view to 
ascertaining their abundance and their 
general distribution. It is believed that 
the result will be satisfactory, and that a 
valuable fishery will be opened up to our 
New England fishermen. 


Smallpox in Boston, 


Boston, Aug. 10.—Smallpox was discov- 
ered yesterday afternoon in the house 51 
South Margin street, the sufferer being a 
Russian girl. She was ordered to be 
promptly removed to the smallpox hospi- 
tal and measures were immediately taken 
toprevent others from catching the dis- 
ease, but. the girl refused to go to the hos: 
pital. and had to be removed by force. 


Another Receiver Wanted, 

Boston, Aug. 11.—An application was 
made to Judge Bond in the equity session 
of the superior. court by certificate hold- 
ers in the United Reserve Fund associa- 
tion for a receiver and an injunction. The 
corporation is an enduwment order, and 
was formerly in the United Endowment 
league. There is about $100,000 in the

The rumor that she was mur- 
dered is being investigated by the police, 
who are inclined to give it support. 


Death of General Denver. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—General James 
W. Denver of Wilmington, O., died here 
last evening, aged 75 years. He served in 
the late war and in congress, and was 
prominently mentioned for, the presi- 
dential nomination at the Cincinnati 
Democratic convention of 1876.

The Glacial Balance. 

The glacial balanceis sensitive. A 
very slight continuous preponder- 
ance of supply over wasting might, 
in a few years, betray itself by really 
formidable and altogether irresistible 
effects. Without one additional de- 
gi +e of cold, it is conceivable that a 
persistently augmented deposit of 
snow upon the Gerstenhorner and 
the Schneestock, although otherwise 
scarcely perceptible, might enable 
the Rhone glacier to overwhelm 
Brieg. But this would be an exceed- 


_ ingly small step toward the restora- 


tion of a former state of things; 
when an ice stream elose upon 250 
miles in length, starting from the 
same source, crossed the frozen or 
nonexistent Lake of Geneva, and de- 
bouched by Culoz upon Lyons. 

Without severe cold, as well as 
heavy precipitation, ice could not 
possibly have gained so great an as- 
cendency. And this was no local 
phenomenon; it was simultaneously 
prevalent over widely separated 
tracts of the earth's surface.—Edin- 
burgh Review. 


The Sling Among the Israelites, 

The inhabitants of Palestine made 
use in very ancient times of the 
sling, the most skillful in its use 
being the tribe of Benjamin, whose 
boast it was never to miss their aim. 
What makes their skill appear more 
surprising was that they managed 
the sling with the left hand. The 
men who came to Davyid’s help at 
Ziklag were no less adroit. They 
used at will either the right hand or 
the left. The sling was also the fa- 
vorite weapon of shepherds, who 
with it drove away wild beasts prey- 
ing on their flocks.

One of the Causes of Famine, 

The wanton despoiling of Russian 
forests during the last thirty years 
has led to such widespread devasta- 
tion in the woodlands that industrial 
western Europe is at present richer 
in woods than central Russia. The 
havoc wrought in the forests has had 
the result that the abundance of 
water in rivers and inland lakes has 
decreased; that. immense masses of 
quicksand have been formed, which 
encroach steadily upon the cultivated 
land; that the Russian territory is 
becoming desiccated and nature im- 
poverished; that the temperature in 
summer has increased by 3 degs. and 
decreased in winter to the same 
amount.

The peace and quietude of the evening bruised and slightly injured 


was disturbed in different ways last eve- 
ning, not only by the elements but by hu- 
‘man agency as well, and as the result of 
ungoverned power many who were at- 
tracted from their homes by the Band 
Concert at the Centre, now lie helplessly 
on beds of pain, some in the hospital, 
others at their homes, anxious friends 
awaiting tho result of their injuries. We 
refer with regret to an untimely accident 
which occurred about 9.40 last evening 
at Nason’s Corner. 

Twoelectric motor cars heavily load- 
ed with human freight, while on the re- 
turn home from the Centre, jumped the 
track at the foot of the High School hill 
while going at a lively rate, one car tot- 
tered a moment, then fell over on its 
side, while the other, or the last car, 
swung outward to ‘the left, its momen- 
tum carrying it beyond and front of the 
leader. Before there was the least 
chance for a panic or even an opportu- 
nity for the persons concerned to think 
of their danger, nothing could be seen 
but a confused mass of human beings in 
a wild scrabble to clear themselves from 
the wreck. When things became par- 
tially distinguishable by the aid of lan- 
terns from the houses in the immediate 
vicinity, 13 of of the 230 passengers were 
found prostrate and bleeding and their 
apparel badly rent. The crash was dis- 
tinguishable quite a distance away, and 
Engineer John N. Meserve, who is always 
at hand and ever ready in cases of emerg- 
ency, at once notified Dr. Morrill and 
then summoned the Fire Department to 
the scene of the disaster. 

The news traveled with speed and in a 
short time the streets were filled with 
weeping and frightened townspeople, and 
people with one accord hurried thither, 
anxious to learn particulars, Many who 
received only cuts and bruises left at 
once for their homes, but those receiving 
injuries of amore serious nature were 
taken to the farmhouse of E. H. Rowe, 
where they received the kindness atten- 
tion possible, they were: Simeon Kit- 
tredge, of Water Street, painfully cut 
and bruised about the head; Edward 
Doherty, injured about the back, both of 
town; Timothy Moynihan, Lowell St., 
Lawrence, injuries to chest and arms; 
John Rankins, Mechanic St., Lawrence, 
injuries to face, possibly dislocated jaw; 
Clarence Craig, 20 Pemberton Corpora- 
tion, Lawrence, face cut; Thomas Stott, 
of, town, flesh wounds, leg and hand; 
Isaiah Stott, back injured. At Stone 
Cottage, Archie McGregor lay suffering 
with a broken collarbone. The follow- 
jng sufferers received kind shelter at the 
Bannon Cottage: Mrs. W. F. Flanders:
